He was graduated from the Leaf 


River high school, worked in a 
Leaf River bank for two and a half 
years and came to Dixon in the 
fall of 1896 to attend the Steinman 
Business College. 


After completing a six-month 


business course, he started in the 
business that he would follow all 
his life by joining the Loveland 
and Stiteley real estate, loan and 
Insurance firm. 


His success story had a meager 


beginning with this firm. He 
started not as a junior partner 
but as a stenographer, bookkeep- 
er and janitor. The fact that lie 
has been In business on the cor- 
ner of First Street and Hennepin 
Avenue for 58 consecutive years 
seems to be conclusive proof that 
his story does include success.

Newcomer received probably his 


biggest business "boost" when the 
late George G. Loveland made him 
co-executor of the $500,000 estate 
he left when he died in 1928. He 
became trustee for the estate when 
Mrs. Loveland died in 1937. 


The1 story of the F. X. Newcomer 


& Co., as it is know as today, is 
a series of partnerships, new part- 
nerships and of "buying the other 
feliow put."

Newcomer has been a widower 


lor the last 14 years. He was mar- 
ried to Esther W. Walgreen, Dixon, 
Sept. 24, 1902. A son, Paul, died in 
October of last year. 


He called on his wealth of mem- 


ories to remember when Dixon's 
city fathers -started tire .task of 
putting in concrete sidewalks and 
brick streets. 


He remembers the old court- 


house and post office, the large 
crowds of people that would flock 
to the old Assembly Park grounds 
to hear such celebrities as Wil- 
liam Jennings Bryan and Evan- , 
gelist Billy Sunrtay. 


He recalled the night he was in- 


strumental in averting a stam- 
pede in the old opera house dur- 
ing a commencement exercise 
when the people thought the 
building was on lire — and the 
night \vhen the opera house fin- 
ally did burn down.

A member of several fraternal 


organizations, Newcomer pointed 
out that he has pulled his business 
"up by the bootsrtap" through 
Harm lajid booms, two world wars 
and a terrible depression. 


The future? Newcomt-r thinks 


that the economy is in better 
>hap.e now than it ever has been 
ami was quick to point out that 
Dixon has grown more in the 
past live years than it did in the 
previous 20 years. 
The people of Dixon? He said 


that he "likes" the people here and 
believes that they are as "fine 
a class of people that could be 
found in the world."

Board Rejects 
271 Compromise 
'Large School' Members 
Make Last-Ditch Stand 


ASHTON— (Special)—A special meeting of the Community .Unit 


School District 271 board of education, called to settle a matter of pro- 
cedure for payment of a construction bill, ended Friday night with an 
appeeal by "large-school" members of the board for a compromise on 
a school building plan. 


But four members of the board 


who support small high schools in 
each village in the district showed 
no indication of changing their 
policy set earlier this month. 


Charles Bilderback, Beryl Beegh- 


ly, Orville Englehart and Bruce 
Wheeler advocate the small high 
schools, while'Tom. Gaskins, Joe 
Henry and Vernon Schnell have 
supported plans to build a large 
country high school to serve Ash- 
ton, Franklin Grove and Lee Cen- 
ter. 


Schnell's Views 


Schnell opened the discussion by 


saying, "In view of detachments 
and petitions, I wonder if some- 
thing can still be done to pull the 
district out of the hole it is in." 


He suggested that experts be 


called in from the State Depart- 
ment of Education to give their 
opinion of v.hat would be best for 
the district. He said he didn't think 
it was too late to change plans, 
and "no one can be condemned for 
changing his mind, especially if it 
is at the advice of the State De- 
partment of Public Instruction." 


The detachments Schnell referr- 


ed to were the petition of the vil- 
lage of Scarboro to join the Shab- 
bona district, the petition to take 
the Ashton area out of the district 
and the proposed petition to re- 
move the Kingdom area. 


Henry, who lives in the western 


area which is considering annexa- 
tion to the Dixon district, said 
"Many of the people would rather 
stay here in 271 than go to Dixon, 
but I'm satisfied that a petition 


will be circulated it a Franklin 
Grove high school is built." 


Henry suggested a large high 


school be built near the west edge 
of Ashton. 


Englehart injected the comment 


that such a plan would be the 
"only one wtih a chance of pas- 
sage." 


Morale Damaged 


Tom Gaskins pointed out the 


damage to school morale that he 
said has been the result of the dis- 
trict's probationary status with the 
state department. He criticized the 
small-school policy because, he 
said, the state report "says we are 
deficient on the high school level," 
and the building policy approved 
is aimed at the grade school level. 


Bilderback commented, "Many 


people have read many things into 
that report." 


Gaskins said time is working 


against the district, and, apparent- 
ly referring to the Ashton detach- 
ment petition, said, "the longer 
such a movement rolls, the less 
chance there is that people will be 
satisfied with anything else." 


Earlier in the meeting, the board 


approved a 512,930.30 payment to 
Sarver Construction Company for 
work done on the Franklin ele- 
mentary school. 


The board also voted to hire the 


law firm of Philip Nye and Gerald 
Fearer to represent it in matters 
concerning detachments from the 
district, Henry and Gaskins voted 
"No," Schnell passed, and the oth- 
er members voted "Yes." 


Washington 
Has Hope for 
Limited Plan 


Arms Inspection 
Expected to Snag 
All-Out Program 
WASHINGTON— Off) —U. 


S. officials believe a limited 
disarmament may eventually 
be negotiated with Russia 
even though world wide atom- 
ic controls seem a long way 
off. 


Publication of proposals made 


by the Soviet Union and the West- 
ern Powers at a U.N. Disarma- 
ment Committee meeting in Lon- 
don showed today that the two 
sides are still far apart on the key 
issue of enforcements. 


The State Department -released 


late Friday the text of disarma- 
ment proposals which have been 
made by the Western Powers at 
the London meeting since Febru- 
ary. Throughout the Western plans 
runs a strong insistence on the 
idea that the first step in any dis- 
armament undertaking must be 
the creation of a "control organ." 


Outline Functions 


The functions of the proposed 


agency were spelled out in a pro- 
posal presented . by. the. United 
States, Britain, France, and Can- 
ada April 21. They declared that 
agents of the control organ would 
be "stationed permanently" in the 
cooperating 
countries, 
with the 


right of "unrestricted access" to 
all installations which might bear 
on that country's military power 
and the right to conduct "field 
and aerial surveys." The agents 
also would be assured unrestricted 
communication and guaranteed that 
they would not be harmed or inter- 
fered with. 


Disclosure of the Western plans 


followed by three days Russia's 
publication of its latest proposal to 
the U.N. Committee in London. 
This showed strong Russian oppo- 
sition to any control organ with 
the powers demanded by the West- 
ern nations. 


Russia's Views 


"In the existing situation," the 


Russian note said, "when many, 
states have displayed legitimate 
concern for their security, it is dif- 
ficult to expect that these states 
would trustfully give other states 
access to their industrial and other 
resources which are of vital im- 
portance for their security." 


Instead, the Soviets suggested 


the control agency exercise its 
watch dog functions at key ports, 
railroad and road junctions and, 
the like. 


U. S. officials, however, say that 


a somewhat similar plan adopted 
in Communist North Korea for the 
enforcement of armistice terms 
has proved a failure.

Enough Here for 
43 Children, Says 
Health Department 


Local health officials said 


today they are awaiting sup- 
plies" of Salk polio vaccine for 
the second dose to be given 
first and second grade school 
children, but said they had 
no idea when the vaccine 
would be available. 


Dr. Robert Allen, director of the 


Lee County Health Department, 
said he had no way of knowing 
when the county would receive new 
supplies of vaccine. He said some 
areas of the country had not re- 
ceived the first shot before the sus- 
pension was ordered a week ago, 
and those areas would have prior- 
ity over those which, have received 
the first dose. 


But, Dr. Allen said, every effort 


will be made to get the vaccine be- 
fore the major polio season in this 
area. 


Enough for 43 


Th« doctor said the local depart- 


ment has enough vaccine on hand 
for 43 children who missed the first 
shots in the clinics, but he said tt 
will not be used until the.serial 
numbers of the vaccine at hand 
can be checked with the lot num.. 
bers released by the government. 


On the state level, enough vac- 


cine is available for about 23.QOO 
shots. Dr. Roland R. Cross, State 
Health Department director, said 
no additional supplies of the vac- 
cine for the second series of shot* 
have been received. 


The federal government gave th« 


go-ahead Friday to convmunitiea 
having Parke-Davis & Co. vaccin* 
to resume their mass vaccinations.

Since the senate-approved reciprocal trade bill contains 


stiffer protectionist features than the previously voted house 
measure, we may fairly assume that the proposal will get no 
more serious hacking before it reaches President Eisenhow- 
er's desk.

As endorsed by the senate, the bill is a compromise be- 


tween the president's liberalizing trade plans and the high 
tariff protectionism urged vigorously by many lawmakers. 


Yet. as has been noted before, the palm belongs more to 


Mr. Eisenhower than to the high tariff bloc. For the gen- 
eralized amendments which were the principal concessions 
to protectionism were not the specific import restrictions 


And even those changes which were adopted leave final-

dustry from foreign competition. 


On top of this the president won three important battles. 


First, he gained a three-year extension of the trade law in- 
stead of the usual one-year renewal.

He gained the power to make tariff reductions of five 


per cent per year on most trade items for the next three 
years.

The only victory on specific items won by the president's 


opposition was an amendment that it designated to safeguard 
the textile and chemical industries by banning cuts in duties 
on Japanese products more than 50 per cent below levels pre- 
vailing in 1945.

The textile restrictions might have been far more sweep- 


ing but for the thorough job done by Senator Gore of Ten- 
nessee in showing the true effects of foreign trade on the 
textile field. 


Documenting his argument fully with statistics and 


other evidence, he demonstrated that the industry's diffi- 
culties cannot be blamed on textile imports, that on the con- 
trary, it benefits substantially from the exports which other 
lands can only pay for by selling in this country. 


The chronically sick coal industry could not make out a 


case, either, for blaming all its ills on oil imports. 


This was a triumph for Mr. Eisenhower. 
But many 


would say it is a victory for the national interest, on the 
theory that the American economy will be stronger in the 
long run if it is trading actively with other nations and thus 
boosting their economic health and staying power.

The small village of Grand Detour, which lies in the 


"Great Bend" of the Rock River, is the proud possessor 
of the second oldest church in the Diocese of Chicago— 
Saint Peters Chapel. In 1845 Giand Detour was a fast 
growing community and had the prospects of becoming' 
a metiopohs. So when the Domestic Missionary Society 
sent the Rev. Abraham Joseph Warner to select a loca- 
tion for an Episcopal church. Grand Detour was chosen. 


The parish of Saint Peter's was organized May 15, 


1847. Although a lot had already been secured and plans 
for a stone cnurch made, church members lacked funds. 
Immediately a. building fund was started and the ladies' 
sewing society paid for the first $100 worth of lumber for 
the interior and steeple 
The ground was finally broken 


on June IT, 1849, and the cornerstone laid on July 17 of 
the same year The stone for the church was from a local 
limestone quarry. In 1852 the church was consecrated by 
Bishop Whitehouse. 


Wnen the railroad was built, bypassing Grand Detour 


and going to Dixon, the size and population of Grand De- 
tour dwindled 
For manv yeais the Grand Detour church 


was only used occasionally 


William Andrus repaned the church in 1907 and dur- 


ing the summer months afternoon services weie con- 
ducted by Rev. Albert Whitcombe. lector of Saint Luke's 
in Dixon. Upon his letiiement in 1931. he was named 
pnest-m-chaige at Saint Peters and conducted regular 
services until his death in 1934 
He is buried in the 


chuichyaid beneath the outdoor altar 
The Rev DeVon 


Ellis and the Rev. B. Norman Burke were subsequent 
pastors. 


During the winter of 1947 the entire ceiling fell and 


extensive iepairs"weie necessaiy. Througn the contribu- 
tions of many geneious people and the efforts of Fred- 
erick Garner, custodian of Saint Peter's, this historical 


structure is now open for public worship during the 
summer months. 


It is now a chapel of Saint Luke's Episcopal parish 


of Dixon under the Very Rev. Vernon L. S. Jones 
St 


Peter's and its picturesque setting clearly iliustraU the 
strong spirit of the pioneers of the midwest.

Some of the pitching arms 


may be getting weary and 
some of the joints creaky on 
the once mighty New York 
Yankees, but the spirit of 
Babe Ruth and Joe DiMaggio 
breathes on. 


Mickey Mantle, the phlegmatic, 


boyish-looking Oklahoman who was 
marked prematurely for baseball 
greatness, rekindled memories of 
the Yankees' most prodigous hit- 
ting feats with three home runs 
Friday which dazed the Detroit 
Tigers 5-2. 


Using borrowed bats and a 


"don't-kill-the-ball" technique sug- 
gested by Manager Casey Stengel, 
the 23-year-old switch-hitter struck 
two from the left side of the plate 
and the third from the right. 


He became the first American 


League player to hit home runs 
from alternate sides and the third 
player in major league history to 
accomplish the unique act. Jim 
Russell of Brooklyn did it in 1950 
and Red Schoendienst of the St. 
Louis Carduials in 1951. 


Snap Losing Streak 


Mantle's one-man wrecking job 


dulled all other developments of 
a major league program chopped 
in half by four postponements be- 
cause of widespread rain and un- 
seasonable cold. 


The quick-starting B r o o k l y n 


Dodgers forestalled any panic and 
snapped a two-game losing streak 
by whacking Milwaukee 6-2 on 
home runs by Junior Gilliam and 
Roy Campanella. Another well- 
known center fielder, Willie Mays, 
put a shot out of the park in the 
10th inning to give the New York 
Giants a 4-3 triumph over St. 
Louis. 


The Boston Red Sox won a weird, 


rain-plagued game from Kansas 
City 4-3 in which the winning run 
was walked home in the ninth. 
Kansas City Manager Lou Bou- 
dreau played the game under pro- 
test, contending play was resumed 
after an hour and 23 minute delay 
before rain had stopped. 


Four Rained Out 


Inclement weather idled two Na- 


tional League parks—Philadelphia 
at Cincinnati and Pittsburgh at 
Chicago—and, showing no favor- 
ites, did the same to the Ameri- 
can. The Cleveland at Washington 
and Chicago at Baltimore games 
were rained out. 


This permitted greater focusing 


on Mantle's slugging exhibition at 
Yankee Stadium. 


But Yankee fans couldn't hide 


their glow. And the only questions 
reverberated again. Is this his 
year? Has Mickey finally come 
into his own? la the Yankees' 
"Golden Boy" at last the nugget 
he was supposed to be? 


He has had his great moments, 


such, as the 565-foot home run in 
Washington in the spring of 1953, 
and his low ones, such as the four 
strikeouts in on egame of the 1953 
World Series after which he cried. 
But he has not been able to de- 
liver on a sustained scale. 


Lacks Drive 


He has been hobbled by a trick 


knee, injured in the second game 
of the 1951 World Series. Some say 
he hasn't reached maturity. Others 
say he lacks the fierce competitive 
drive of Cobb, DiMaggio and Wil- 
liams. 


Mantle's home runs Friday came 


in the first, fifth and eighth innings 
—the first with Andy Carey on 
base—and all of them landed in 
the same section of the right cen- 
ter field bleachers. The second one 
travelled 430 feet by actual meas- 
ure men t. 


The first two were hit lefthanded 


off righthander Steve Gromek. The 
third, from the other side of the 
plate, was made off lefty Bob 
Miller. Mickey also singled home 
another run to account for all the 
Yankee scores, which brought 
"VVhitey Ford his fourth mound vic- 
tory. 


Crandall Homers 


Mays' game-clinching home run 


for the Giants was his seventh of 
the season and saved a well-pitch- 
ed game by John McCall. who re- 
placed Don Liddle in the third and 
gave up only two hits thiough the 
last eight innings.

PHILADELPHIA Oft — Herman Taylor, one of the nation's leading 


boxing promoters spent two days thinking of what, if anything, he 
should do about Gov. George M. Leader's order suspending boxing for 
90 days in Pennsylvania. 


Taylor actually is the only pro- 


moter affected by the ban. Most 
of the small clubs are shut for 
the summer. Only Taylor presents 
outdoor fight shows here. 


He had big plans for this sum- 


mer, a welterweight title bout, a 
return 
meeting 
between Ralph 


(Tiger) Jones and Ray (Sugarl 
Robinson, and possibly a Bobo 
Olson vs Harold Johnson over-the- people, 
weight match. 


Then came the blow. Johnson 


was drugged before a Taylor-pro- 
moted fight with Julio Mederos. 
Gov. Leader suspended boxing 90 
days and ordered a thorough in- 
vestigation of the sport. 


After his two days of meditation, 


Taylor decided to forego any court 
suits testing the legality of the 
ban. 


'I think Gov. Leader's move is 


a good thing," Taylor said. "Box- 
ing has been taking an awful kick- 
ing around in recent years. Let 
them investigate and I offer my 
100 per cent cooperation. If there 
are crooks in boxing, if there are 
fixed bouts, let's uncover the rats 
and throw them out." 


Taylor said also he would tell 


the invettigating commute* that it 


should do something about "guilt 
by association" in boxing. 


"In my business you deal with 


all walks of life," he went on. "I 
lire talent. After I've hired and 
aid them. I say goodbye. The 


point is that all people connected 
with boxing aren't rodents. Most 
of them, in fact are clean hvm; 


"I think the investigating com- 


mittee will find that out. I'm al 
for weeding out the rodents if the> 
can be weeded out. Proof is need- 
ed, not talk by publicity-seeking 
politicians and others."
